McGILL QUALIFIES FOR THE 
BASKETBALL FINAL TONIGHT 



Queen's Team Lost a Closely-Contested Game by 28-25 
Score — Sanson Chalks Up 17 Points for Red and 
White— Championship to Be Decided Tonight When 
Toronto and McGill Clash.

Ottawa, March ^iiii, 1923. — McGill 
will go into the final game of the play- 
off scries of the Intercollegiate Uasket- 
ball Championship to-morrow evening. a> 
a result of a victory over Queen's here 
to-night by a score of to 25. The 
contest between the Red and White 
U'uiritct and the Kingston team proved 
to be one of the nio<t exciting games 
seen here for sonic time and whereas it 
lacked finish in some parts, the average 
play was of a very high order, and the 
excitement was keen throughout. 

The Montreal biisketccrs entered the 
contest as strong favourite's over their 
rivals from Queen'* alter the smart 
victory they had gathered ill last week, 
but they soon found that the tri-color 
players would he m> easy opponents, and 
the winners w ere extended to'tlir limit to 
win- At hall time the score was Ir 
to H> in McGill's favour. 

The winners of the game came down 
from Montreal un the late afternoon 
train, and ihey had to move, al a prutly 
high rate of spied to get onto Ihc floor 
in time. They maintained the same 
fast action as soon as the opening whis- 
tle, blew, and in a very short lime hail 
. mounted iyi the good lead of nine points. 
Eddie Grain started the fireworks by 
scoring two baskets in quick succession, 
just after the game started, and Ihc 
other members joined with a spirit in 
the pastime of drawing away from the 
Presbyterians. 

A rally by the players from Kingston 
slopped the sensational rush of the Mc- 
Gillians, and the contest developed into 
£ a (logged fight to sec which of the outfits 
• could stand the strain for the longer 
time. The game became strenuous, hut 
not rough, and there were several per- 
sonal fouls, with the result that Lewis 
had to leave the game at half-time with 
four personals to his debit. 

Entering the final period of the con- 
test with a slight margin, McGill once 
more took a strong offensive, in an ci- 
fort to widen their edge on the opposing 
team, but the trailing quintet fought dog- 
" gedly and would not allow them to break 
away again. The quality of basketball 
in this session was not as good as that 
which featured 1hc opening period, but, 
as far as excitement was concerned, it 
eclipsed the initial twenty minutes. 

Turpel had replaced Little in the sec- 
ond half of the game, in accordance with 
the usual custom of sending in a fresh 
forward to strengthen the offensive, and 
he combined well with the others in 
•their parsing under the opposing team's 
basket. The majority of the shots were 
sent from far out on the floor, how- 
. ever, and, were ft not for this reason, 
the score might have been much larger. 
Both of the defensive parts of the teams 
were playing outstanding games, and 
they would tiot allow the forwards to 
get near enough to take easy shots at the 
coveted goal. In the realm of the guards, 
Crain showed to particular advantage fn 
this part of the contest: he intercepted 
iy shots and. wotilfl then work .the 
down the floor with the speedy com- 



'lination of Mauson, Mendelsohn and

The most exciting part of the game 
came in the last few minutes of play. 
McGill had a three point lead, and were 
forced back on the defensive by the de- 
termined onrush of the Queen's players, 
in an effort to get the two baskets need- 
ed to give them the. victory. Poor shoot- 
ing by the losers lost them many oppor- 
tunities at thin stage of the play, and 
the contest ended with the Red and 
White players in the lead by their nar- 
row margin of three points.

THE UNIVERSITY OF "HARD KNOCKS" 



When Tom Moore, president of the Trades and Labor Council 
of Canada, addressed the McGill Canadian Club sonic weeks ago, he 
made reference' to the fact that the only university with which he 
;\vas familiar was the university of "Hard Knocks", meaning, of 
course, actual contact'with the work-a-day world and all the vicissi- 
tudes and struggles that that implies. 

To be plunged at an early age into the struggle for existence 
which our modcYn industrial system seems to have intensified, means 
that a man will be deprived of many things, lie will he subjected 
to strenuous moral, mental and physical tests that will, if the man 
is of the right calibre, result in the formation of rugged character, 
.font the very demands of his work upon hint will leave scant time 
for the pursuit of culture and the development of that broader, saner 
viewpoint that generally accompanies true culture. 

The university of "Hard Knocks" tends to develop men of nar- 
row outlook upon life who can sec only one side of a problem, to wit, 
their own. Wc cannot expect that those who arc destined to toil 
ceaselessly year in and year out for their daily bread will take a dis- 
interested view in regard to the problems that most vitally concern 
their welfare. Indeed, it is an exception to find a man of this class 
who expresses such moderate views as does Tom Moore — the ordi- 
nary labour leader is a man who cannot but view facts in a distorted 
light;, his whole life and experience have served to fan the flame 
of his passions against those whom lie believes to he his oppressors. 

'„.. Here wc .touch upon one of the greatest needs in the world to- 
day, that is, the need of the masses for leaders who will not set the 
rest of the world against them by their violently partisan views. In 
this connection the work of college-trained men should be increas- 
ingly important. They would bring to such leadership well trained 
minds, free froni'bias. that would grasp the main essentials of the 
problems that arise, especially in their relations to other problems, 
and under such leadership the masses and the classes should be able 
..U> "work out an economic system more harmonious than the one at 
present in operation.

• Why go to college? Why pore over 
books? Why concentrate? Why 
spend four years in an institution call- 
ed a university, to receive a degree, be 
able to sign a couple of letters after 
your name? In answer one might ask 
"Why succeed in life?" What is edu- 
cation but a cultivation of the power of 
creativeness, the ability to concoct new 
ideas? Thomas Edison derides college 
students 'because they lack ideas. But 
do they lack ideas because they have 
been to college? It is to exercise the 
brain, to practise concentration, to 
learn to think out problems, to meet 
many obligations, fulfilling thempunc- 
tually and properly, that we pursue 
courses of higher education. And 
whether or not wc profit by the., four 
years wc spend in this practise depends 
upon whether or not we take serious- 
ly the real purpose for which our par- 
ents send US' here. 

Many an enthusiastic student, prom- 
inent in affairs both social and scholas- 
tic, has been so bold in his enthusiasm 
as to state that college activities arc 
the bigger part of a college education. 
Such statements become ridiculous in 
the face of facts. When educators from 
the farthest reaches of the country 
produce statistics of a striking simi- 
larity to the. effect that it is the stu- 
dent who studies in college who suc- 
ceeds in after life, the man who stands 
high in his class who attains a position 
of prominence in the world of affairs, 
one can realize, and then only, that it 
is how well wc apply ourselves to the 
main objective that determines the de- 
gree of our success. 

The dabbler in college affairs is a 
hindrance, not only to himself but to 
thr institution which he attends. In- 
terested in this, interested in that, but

not too interested in any one thing, he 
bounces around like a rubber ball in 
a cage, attaining nothing, producing 
nothing, doing absolutely nothing to- 
ward preparing* his brain, that with 
which an educated man is supposed to 
support himself, for the teat of - life. 
He has lost sight of the main purpose 
for which we attend college — to study. 
No one can deny this without a feeling 
somewhere within him that he is pro- 
nouncing a falsehood.

The place of, religion in school editea 
tion was the principal subject of contro- 
versy at the University of Montreal last 
•night, when the discussion group on Na- 
tionalism and Internationalism met. 

Otto Klineberg. of McGill, expressed 
the belief that religious teaching should 
jj'lc given pupils not in school teaching, but 
m separate denominational groups by 
priest, miniflster or rabbi. 

J. Bruchcsi, of U. of M . took the 
>icw that religion was so closely hound 
tip to education that it was impossible 
to separate them, and varying opinions 
were expressed by thos,c who attended 
the meeting. 

The group- met last evening at 6.15 
Dn the Maison des Etudiants, the U. of 
U. "Union," for a light supper and dis- 
cussion. This group was formed alter 
Sthc S.C.A. Conference in Toronto at 
''Christmas, with the idea ,of continuing 
the discussion of questions of national 
and international consequence. These 
students interested students of the sis- 
ter university of Montreal, and then 
formed a definite group, now known 
under the name mentioned above. A 
group from the R. V, C. were present, 
and added their share to the discussion- 
A number of students from Commerce 
also made their appearance. 

'The question discussed last night was 
school education in general. Professor 
Dcsy, of the University of Montreal, oc- 
cupied the chair. 

Otto Klincbcrg, in the course of his 
speech, said he favored total abolition of 
religion in school teaching except that 
religious teaching should be given to pu- 
pils of various denominations by priest, 
minister or rabbi, in separate groups . At 
some hour during the day the different 
groups would be formed and each taught 
ihc doctrines of their faith, By this he 
said that wo could arrive at national 
unity which is so important to the wel- 
fare of the country. 

j. Bruchcsi took the opposite view. 
He said in his speech of reply thaij-c- 
so hound up in education that 
ÏI was impossible and impracticable to 
take religion away from the child of the 
public and high schools in any way. He 
mentioned that such a course of action 
i S would be detrimental to the morals ot 
the children. Even history, which is sup- 
nosed to be a more or less neutral sub- 
ject, is influenced by religion to such an 
V extent that a Catholic" and a Protestant 
writer have very conflicting opinions, 
and - their.- ideas affect the ideas of -their 
readers a great deal. 

Several present expressed their opin- 
ions, and at times the discussion led 
away from the subject. One speaker 
even ftuolcd statistics to substantiate his 
opinion more strongly. Another revert- 
ed to philosophy to point out neutrality 
was not a correct term to be applied to 
the schools under such terms. 

The discussion became quite heated. 
Nobody lost their tempers, and all were 
glad of the occasion to learn the other 
man's veiwpoint. Everybody parted the 
best of friends. 

Prof. Desy. m closing ihe meeting, 
said that at present both views seemed 
irreconcilable, but that he honed that 
this would change with time- He also 
mentioned that on the next meeting of 
thç group the. question put up would be 
the influence of the United States on 
Canada. The question of the following 
meeting would be: "What could be the 
principal ideas of Canadian Politics. Is 
the. actual programme satisfactory?" 

Prof. Dcsy then, on the part of Mr. 
Brychesi, invited all those present, both 
ladîes and gentlemen^ to attend the Par- 
lement d'Ecole, which means the French 
Mock Parliament. A great number of 
those present availed themselves of this 
opportunity, and listened with great in- 
terest to the proceedings. One thing 
might be mentioned here. ' The French 
'Parliament allows the fair sex to sit on 
the/floor of the Parliament. 



Tickets for .the Alma Mater dance will 
go on sale to the students in general at 
one o'clock on Tuesday next, and will 
be given to the first comers at the 
Union Tuck Shop, where the pasteboard* 
are usually distributed. The date was 
considered as the most favourable one 
for the majority of the men wishing to 
attend the function as, by that time, 
nearly all of the students will have re- 
ceived their welcome monthly allowances 
and will be able to expend the necessary 
money for the affair. 

The meeting of the Dance Committee 
which was held in the, Union yesterday 
afternoon was an enthusiastic one, and 
many of the plans for the a:ïair were 
further attended to. As announced pre- 
viously, thero will be no preference giv- 
en to men according to years, and he 
tickets will be sold to the undergraduates 
first presenting themselves at the Union 
on Tuesday afternoon. Indications are 
that there will be many disappointed, but 
it is only possible to allot enough tickets 
to fill thc„ hall comfortably, much as 
that plan may. prove to be dissatisfactory 
to the men who will be unable to gel 
them because they did not arrive oh 
time. 

Invitations l^c been extended to the 
Universities of Toronto, Queen's and 
Montreal to send representatives to the 
dance and it is very likely. that-they will 
be accepted in the near future. Among 
the list of invited guests for the dance 
are ihe Principal and Deans r-i the Vac- 
uities, and their wives, while Miss Hurl- 
batt. Warden of the. Royal Victoria Col- 
lege, has also been asked to be present 
for the ocacsion. 

With no further dances scheduled to 
take place before thé Aima' Mater, the 
work of decorating the hall will be com- 
menced in the near future The com- 
mittee has already out!ined i the scheme 
of decorations for the ball room and 
lounge rooms, and the men in charge of 
this end of the work will have -the-first 
task in connection with the event.

A 'highly interesting old chart of the 
St. 'Lawrence River made by the fam- 
uus Captain Cook was sold recently 
at 'Christie's in London for £1000. 
It was formerly the properly of Ad- 
miral' Sir W. Fanshawc Ma't'tn. 

Captain Cook was appoint.-;! master 
frf'ttte Mercury in 1759. and was em- 
ployed during the operations in the St. 
layrrtact in surveying the channel of 
the river and piloting the fleet's ves- 
lels. The chart measures 115 inches 
long by 22 inches in depth, and is said 
to -be undoubtedly the original one, 
Iront which Captain Cook made at least 
pne duplicate, no win the Admiralty 
Library. 

The purchaser is Robert W. Rcford, 
head of the shipping firm of that name 
in Montreal, and a director of the Cu- 
nard'.Company. Mr. Rcford is a keen 
rollcfctor of things Canadian, so that 
Ihc did chart is.tindjng a very rightful 
feoniCc

A capacity audience greeted Licut.- 
Commandcr Edwards of the Govern- 
ment Wireless Department at the fort- 
nightly meeting of the Physical So- 
ciety yesterday afternoon. The mem- 
bers of the society and the large num- 
ber of students interested in radio- 
telephony were well repaid for forego- 
ing the delights of an early dinner for 
the speaker's illustrated lecture on 
"Direction Finding by Means of Radio 
Telephony" was intensely interesting 
and instructive. It is a matter of re- 
gret that Commander Edwards was 
forced from lack of time to omit a part 
of his address and dismiss with only 
a word a number of his slides. 

In commencing his address, Com- 
mander Edwards stated that it was his 
purpose to discuss the principles un- 
derlying finding the direction of incom- 
ing signals in radio-telephony. 

The Canadian Government has erect- 
ed four large stations on the Atlantic 
coast. The station at Canso, N.S., has 
masts 120 feet high with wire running 
from the high pole to a smaller and 
then to the set. The station at Cape 
Race, Newfoundland, is used perhaps 
more than any other in the world with 
dozens of ships checking their position 
with it. All stations have two trans- 
mitters and an emergency engine for 
power. 

One of the most trying things these 
stations have, to contend with is what 
is known as "night effect." Waves sent 
at night arc from time to time deflect- 
ed by what is thought to be the hcavi 
side layer. Although investigation and 
knowledge of this phenomena is only 
in its infancy rapid strides arc being 
made . 

When a ship desires knowledge or 
confirmation of its situation, three sta- 
tions take "sights" on the ship and by 
comparing this they can get the loca- 
tion of the ship to within a quarter of 
a mile. 

Despite the efforts of Ihe Govern 
ment to be of service, cases occur in 
which the masters of ships either dis 
regard or disbelieve the reports of the 
stations and at times meet with disas 
1er. 

At the close of Lieut. -Commander 
Edwards' address a moving picture 
film depicting the methods used in lo- 
cating aeroplanes by radio in the Lon 
don-Brussels air service was shown by 
co.urtc5v_.o.L.t-hc Marconi Company. 

Dr. Eve stated that anyone who 
wished was at liberty to leave and af- 
ter the exodus enthusiastic members of 
the society remained for discussion 
with Commander Edwards.

MISSIONARIES SPEAK 
AT TORONTO COLLEGE 

The missionary problems of , India, 
China, and British Guiana were made 
clear by three .-.pcakcrs from those 
countries to the students of Knox Col- 
lege in recent addresses. The Rev. 
Dr. Donald." touching upon the situa- 
tion in India, said the greatest work of 
the church was done among the out- 
casts' the 60,000.000 despised 'and shun- 
ned humans, who, the Brahmins said, 
had no soul. The Protestants in In- 
dia now number more than 2,000.000. 

• The Rev. J. A. Scrinigocur, Pres- 
byterian missionary to British Guiana, 
told pf Ihe demoralization of these In- 
dian people, through contact with west- 
ern civilization. They had lost the 
philosophy of the Orient, and had re- 
placed it with the careless immorality 
of so many white men in- tropical coun- 
tries. From the schools where- the 
Bible is taught with other subjects 
have risen lawyers, ministers and 
members of the Executive Council. 

Much brighter was the picture which 
the Rev. John Griffith presented of a 
China where department stores and 
other commercial and industrial enter- 
prises are rising with a perfection of 
equipment that rivals even those of 
the West.

CURIOUS STATUES 

OF LEAD 



FAME 

An obscure news article in the Chi- 
cago Tribune tells of the death in pov- 
erty of Professor William Conrad 
Roentgen, the discovered of the X-ray. 

The X-ray has proved to be of in- 
valuable benefit to mankind. Millions 
might have been made by its inventor 
had he patented his invention. But he 
chose no glory nor fortune for himself. 
Instead he gave the value of his dis- 
covery freely to the world. 

Tomorrow gratified mankind will 
build statues to his mrmory. Even to- 
day it is thinking of the good that he 
has done. But yesterday he died in 
poverty and want. 

Few there arc who knew his name 
ir what was the immense service that 
he rendered, the suffering that his in- 
vention had stopped or mitigated. 

There arc scientists on the campus 
who arc likewise giving their lives u, 
Ihc service of mankind. We wonder if 
they, too. will be forgotten while they 
live and remembered only when they 
die.— Wisconsin Daily Cardinal 



When it was announced that the. fitt- 
ings and remaining contcsnts of Stowe 
House wouid be put up for sale by auc- 
tion, there was considerable curiosity as 
to the fate of the lead statue of King 
George I. on the north front, and the 
old lead figures of Venetian lions. Stowe 
House, it should be explained, was for- 
merly the scat of the Dukes of Bucking- 
ham, but litis i-- no lime, with heavy taxa- 
tion, for noblemen to maintain palaces 
in all their ancient splendor, and Stowe 
House has' been sold. In a short lime 
it will be opened as a public school, the 
rival, it is hoped, of Eton and Harrow. 

Lead statues arc not necessary to the 
success uf a public school, but the repre- 
sentatives of that new-born institution 
were prepared to spend .150 guineas in 
buying the effigy of King George,, a life- 
size equestrian figure. 

The statue, as we have said, is made 
of lead : and very few lead statues arc 
to he found today. At one lime they 
were fairly popular. John van Nost, a 
Dutch sculptor, who came to England in 
the wake of King William III., set up 
a lead figure yard in Piccadilly which 
lasted for more than 100 years. The 
figure^ were cast in 'lead as large as life, 
and frequently paintc/1 with an intention 
to resemble nature. They consisted of 
Punch, Harlequin, Columbine, and other 
pantomime characters, haymakers resting 
on their rakes, mowers whetting their 
scythes. Roman soldiers with firelocks, 
or Africans bearing sundials on their 
heads. As a rule these lead effigies 
were intended as garden ornaments. 

Men of taste despised them, and per- 
haps on that account few statues in lead 
of eminent men were executed. Curious- 
ly enough. Ihc two most famous lead 
statues today represent King William 
HI. One of them is at Petcrsficld, in 
Hampshire. It consists of 20 pieces of 
lead, and has an interesting history. In 
1731 a movement was started in Lon- 
don for the erection of a statue to Dutch 
William, hut although sufficient money 
lyas forthcoming, the Common Counril 
vetoed the proposal for political reason 
As a protest equestrian statues of the 
King were erected in many towns, not 
ably Bristol and Dull. The Petcrsficld 
statue, the sculptor of which unknown, 
was erected by Sir William Joliffc, 
then member of Parliament for the town, 
who put it up in front of his house. 
. But alas! in course of time it was 
found to he in such a state of disrepair 
that it might have collapsed at ajiy 
moment, for lead is far less durable than 
marble o rbronzc. William was. in fact, 
becoming undone; he was \cry much out 
of joint; and it required a sum of £350 
to rivet his plates together and give him 
a coat of paint and gilt. And there, re- 
juvenated, he stands in Petcrsficld to- 
day. ! 

Dublin too has its lead slatuo of King 
William HI which stands near unto the 
old Irish House of Parliament. This 
equestrian figure of "King Billy," as 
he was called, was the object of both 
mischief and merriment. At one time 
His Majesty was annually decorated with 
orange ribbons to celebrate the anniver- 
sary of the Battle of the Boyne, and just 
as often bereft of litem by indignant 
Nationalists* But when after long years 
of ill-treatment. H became necessary to 
put "King Billy" in good repair, it was 
the Irish Nationalists who found most of 
the money.

University of Toronto has bern kind- 
ly honoured in the selection of one of 
her undergraduate.-, E. W. Mcluncs, 
2T3, University College, as Rhodes 
Scholar lor Prince Edward Island. 

The Rhodes' Scholarship is the gift 
of Mr. (..'. .1. Rhodes, and is given in 
open competition in each province. 
This year the Ontario Selection Com- 
mittee have granted the scholarship to 
a Queen's man. As there is no uni- 
versity in Prince Edward Island the 
scholarship has usually been given to 
a student of one of the eastern univer- 
sities, but this year the Selection Com- 
mittee deemed it fitting to give it 
through University of 'Toronto. 

'The last Rhodes' Scholarship went 
to Queen's, while in 1921 it was given 
to J. Lowe.

In 1919 and 1920 the scholarship was 
awarded to M. D. C. Tail and .1. R. 
Stirrctt, respectively, both of Univer- 
sity College.

In "A Christinas Carol" wc are told 
that Scrooge "took his melancholy din- 
ner in his usual melancholy tavern: 
and having read all the newspapers, 
and beguiled the rest of the evening 
with his banker's book, went home to 
bed." 

There were many taverns in the city 
of London' at which Scrooge might 
have dined, and it may be that Baker's 
Cbop-House in Change Alley, as has 
been suggested, was the one he chose. 
It is no lunger a chop-house, having a 
year or so back been taken over by a 
city business company, and the build- 
ing added to their premises. But it 
had been for a century or more a not- 
ed city chop-house, where, up to the 
last, meals were served on pewter 
plates, and other old-time customs 
were retained. It was one of those 
city houses, of which some still exist 
happily, where the waiters grow old 
in the service of their customers. Bak- 
er's had at least one such waiter, 
known familiarly as James, who pur- 



sued his calling there for thirty-five 
years, and became famous by having 
bis portrait painted in oils and hung 
in the lower room, where it remained 
until the end of the career of the house 
as a tavern. Perhaps old Scrooge w'tfS 
one of his special customers. — I',. W. 
Matz, in "Dickcnsian Inns and Tav- 
erns."
